“MY NEW CUT ASHLAR TAKES 
THE LIGHT.” 
A BEAUTIFUL new edition of Kipling’s 
collected verse (1885-1926) raises the 
old question: Is Kipling a poet? The 
answer may be found in a counter-ques- 
tion: If these lines are not poetry, what 
are they? Kipling cannot—or, at least, 
does not—catch fine shades of imagery. 
He has no lines like “magic casements 
opening on the foam.” His music 
is not that of the violin or the flute, but 
of the warpipes and the bugle. He seldom 
or never touches the finer emotions, com- 
passion and contemplative piety. On the 
other hand, he can stir us with Jines that 
ring like the trumpet blast that wakens 
the Roman Wall; he can set us exulting 
in the bravery cf men who tame the sea

“THE PLAYBOY ” IN 
PICTURE. 


(Published on Tuesday.) 


W E are not among those who are per- 
suaded that Synge’s ‘‘ Playboy of 
the Western World ” is a European classic 
assured of permanent admiration. Tho 
true significance of that remarkable play,’ 
perhaps, is that it was the first work in 
English—not being a translation, like 
Hyde's: “Love Songs’’—to reveal the 
romance of the Western people and the 
exotic imagery of their imaginative life. 
It is, of course, a burlesque; but it is 
packed with pictures of “ windy corners of 
nigh, distant hills,” and of lads “happy 
as the sunshine of St. Martin’s Day, 
watching the light passing the north or the 
patches of fog ». of the ‘‘ gallant, hairy 
fellows’’ that sail the sea; of sports on 
the shore with bagpipes and fiddles, and 
of ‘‘ Neifin in the dews of night, the times 
sweet smells do be rising, and you'd see a 
little, shiny new moon, maybe, sinking on 
the hills.’’

When Svnge put these things into the 
speech of his grotesgue comedy characters, 
he were strange to the reading world, 
although to-day they are growing familiar in 
the writings of poets and novelists, and in 
the pictures uf Jack Yeats. Now Mr. John 
Keating illustrates a samptuous edition of the 
“ Playboy ” with ten large coloured pictures. 
Some of his pictures cannot evade a certain 
ugliness inherent in the theme; but others 
are pure romance. The frontispiece, which 
represents the battle between Christy Mahon 
and Old Mahon is not beautiful of theme; 
but behind those figures there are the stony 
land and the bleak hills that rear the Western 
stock. The picture of Widow Quin and the 
Playboy in his baneen coat, their arms 
‘‘linked like the outlandish lovers in the 
sailor’s song,” drinking Sara Tansey’s toast 
to the wonders of the Western world, while 
Pegeen, a handsome figure of Western 
womanhood, enters by the door, has the 
authentic local colour of that bracing, salt, 
sea-board land. 

* * * * . 

Best of the pictures is that which shows 
Christy being ‘‘chaired’’ on the sea-beach 
by two blue-clad fishermen, while a red and 
a black haired shawled girl applaud his 
sporting victories. One of the girls has a 
reminiscence, in her pose, of a certain 
medieval picture of Irish life. This is fitting ; 
for the “ Western World ” of the songs and 
sayings on which Synge grotesquely drew 
owes its strange savour to its unbroken 
descent from the days of Cathal Redhand. 
Decadence there is, and must be, in some- 
thing so ancient surviving in fragmentary 
fashion in the modern world; yet we need 
watch Mr. Keating’s picture but a little while 
for the accidents that are modern to fade, 
so that we see the antique, simple, exuberant 
life of the days of Gilbride Macnamee, 
heartily spent on those almost grassless sandy 
reaches between bare mountains and wind- 
blackened sea. 

Mr. Keating is happiest when he gets away 
from the stage“@cenes and depicts things (as 
in this picture) which are supposed to happen 
“off.” His imagination has freer rein. He 
would give us a superb book if he would 
apply his ample vision of.the Western scenery 
and people to such a work as Hyde's ‘‘ Love 
Songs “ or to the life-story’of Raftery. <A.

AN IRISH-ENGLISH 
DICTION ARY. 


(Published Yesterday.) 

MONUMENTAL work is completed 
by ithe publication of Father 
Dinneen’s revised [rish-English Dictionary 
—a new work to all intents and purposes, 
since it contains two and a half.times as 
much matter as the first edition, published 
23 years ago. It is dedicated to 
“ Padraig mac Calprainn, apostle and 

patron of Ireland.’

The original work, which, ran’ to 820 
pages (while the present work runs to 1,572 
pages of compressed type), was written 
almost solely from the author’s colloquial 
knowledge of the Gaelic tongue. It, there- 
fore, suffered natural insufficiency both in 
dialect words and Jiterary- words. It 
served, however, one generation well, and 
its orthography came to be accepted as a 
standard. Since the close of the Bardic 
schools, three hundred years ago, the Irish 
language, in its written forms, ran wild; 
but Dinneen’s Dictionary began to re- 
establish order. 

In the re-casting of the work Father 
Dinneen had the advantage of many 
scholarly correspondents and the aid of 
several learned assistants. The correspondents 
furnished lists of locally surviving words 
worthy of general revival, tables of technical 
expressions (Mr. Justice Forde sent ornitho- 
logical words), and phrases from MSS. 
Furthermore, the years since 1904 have seen 
the publication of a great volume of classical 
and new Irish literature and of philological 
works, so that some three hundred vocabu- 
laries were found available for consultation. 
The result is a big book, giving the English 
equivalents of some 50,000 words, with their 
various shades of meaning and _ idiomatic 
uses. 

Virtually all these words belong to the 
living language. The work does not essay 
to supply the much-needed lexicon of Middle 
and Old Irish, which at present every student 
of the early literature is obliged to compile 
for himself, On the other hand, the vast 
harvest of dialect survivals here gathered 
probably will be found to reduce the 
obscurities of Middle Irish to much smaller 
proportions than they have assumed hitherto. 
Examination of page after page brings home 
realisation of the fact that the riches of 
the language, as exhibited by Keating three 
centuries ago, although not possessed m com- 
pleteness in any single place, do remain in 
circulation, part here, part there, in the 
living tongue. 
* x & x * 

Hours will be spent by many in noting 
curiosities. Here is that word that many a 
parent in modern times has heard from his 
children, path, meaning a hurt—a little piece 
of childish argot. Here is trilsedn, which 
is used in the Gaeltacht of Monaghan fr 
‘lamp’: a local vagary that is explained 
when Dinneen tells us that it means strictly 
a plaited rushlight. Here is boglach, a 
nice word for soft weather that is confined 
unaccountably to a local usage. Here, too, 
is the term boil/sceann na bliadhna, for the 
middle of the year, that is rescued from a 
Ulster where the language must 
be all but extinct. We find, too, an 
Ulster idiom quoted which preserves 
tégaidheacht in the sense of ‘ imagination,” 
although until we came upon this reference 
we supposed that this meaning, found in 
the Ulster /mitatio, was peculiar to litera- 
ture. We find, too, hosts of interesting 
curiosities, like ' Dalach go buaileach,’’ the 
war-cry of the MacDonnells of Autrim. 

Father Dinneen is extremely conservative. 
He rejects some simplified spellings that are 
reasonably certain to prevail hereafter. His 
conservatism, however, renders his work the 
more surely authoritative. He gives few 
of the terms coined in recent years, and 
marks those that he does give with the 
warning note, ‘‘Recent.”” His book will 
stand for many a year in a place of the 
highest importance. It throws floods of 
light on the literature and history of at 
least four centuries. This work ranks its 
author with O’Curry, O'Donovan and the 
Four Masters.

THE SMOKE-ROOM BRIGADE. 


The Northern House of Commons had 
another late sitting on Tuesday night, and 
after over ten hours’ dreary debate the 
Trade Disputes Bill passed its third read- 
ing. Most of the talking was done by the 
Opposition, the Government Ministers 
contenting themselves occasional 
denials of class legislation attributed to 
them. Many of the members spent the 
greater part of the time in the lounge, and 
the House was counted out on one occa- 
sion, a quorum not being present. These 
‘old-timers ” have been picturesquely de- 
scribed as the ‘“‘smoke-room brigade.’’ and 
certainly they are living up to their re- 
putation. The tone of the discussion was 
not high, although now and again there 
were flashes of eloquence from the 
Nationalist benches. It was pointed out 
by Mr. Harbison that restrictive measures 
forced on a peaceful and orderly people 
were certain to cause trouble and dis- 
content: while Mr. McMullen, a Socialist 
member, replying to. a reference by the 
Minister of Labour to trade unions with 
their headquarters in the Free State, de 
clared that the Southern organisations 
would ignore such unjust laws, and added, 
with a good deal of bitterness, that when 
a Labour Government once more reigned 
at Westminster it would compel the 
Northern Cabinet either to repeal 
measure or submit to the financial screw. 
Rightly or wrongly, the trade unions feel 
that an attempt is to made on their 
standard of living, and that the Govern- 
ment has been influenced in its action by 
capitalists to the detriment of the working-

Mr. Justice Wylie was the recipient yester. 
day afternoon of a massive silver tray, of 
Irish design and workmanship, presented to 
him by the members of the Royal Dublin 
Society, whose facsimile signatures, over 100 
im number, representing the members of the 
Council and the various committees, were in- 
scribed thereon; also a gold cigarette case, 
suitably inscribed, in recognition of the ex- 
ceptional service. which he has rendered the 
Society, of which he is a well-known member. 

LORD RATHDONNELL. 

Lord Rathdonnell, the President of the 
Society, who occupied the chair and made 
the presentation, said that it gave him great 
pleasure, on behalf of the Council and the 
committees, to have the privilege of thankixg 
Mr. Justice Wylie for all that he had done 
for the Society during recent years. (Hear, 
hear.) They all knew that time to him was 
ig and they desired to express their 
eeling of gratitude to him for having given 
so much of it in furthering the interests of 
the Society. (Hear, hear.) Judge Wylie’s 
counsel and assistance were of the greatest 
value at a very critical time, when their old 
home, Leinster House, was required by our 
Government for the seat.of the Oireachtas, 
and it was mainly due to his ready and con- 


vincing arguments that they were able to 
show the authorities with whom they had to 
negotiate that no smaller buildings than those 
that they now possessed could possibly ac- 
commodate them, and that a less sum than 
that which they ultimately granted could pos- 
sibly erect them They not only had to 
thank him for what he had done as Chairman 
of the Building Committee, but also foi 
having devoted so much of his time and 
energy to the work accomplished by the 
Agricultural, Horse Show, and other Com- 
mittees.

Professor Joly said that it gave him much 
pleasure to bear testimony to the services 
which Mr. Justice Wylie had rendered to 
the scientific functions of that old Society.

Mr. Justice Wylie, in returning thanks, 
said that it was a common phrase that words 
could not express one’s feelings, and if ever 
the use of that phrase was justified it was on 
the present occasion, and for once in his life 
he was tongue-tied. (Laughter.) Mr. 
Bertram Barton had touched on the 
real progress which the Society had 
made its progress in spirit, The casual 
ohserver would see progress in the increased 
attendance at their Shows, at the library and 
at the concerts, but he thought that the rea! 
progress that had been made was the fact

A BEACON LIGHT. 

The Society was very much more than an 
educational society in Ireland. It struck an 
optimistic note as to the business and 
progress of the country—(hear, hear)—and, as 
# business man had told him, whenever hwo 
hecame really pessimistic about his business 
or the condition of the country he took a 
car and drove out past Ballsbridge. (Hear. 
hear.) The Society was a beacon light, un 
optimistic note in a pessimistic world. The 
Society had gone through very troublous 
years : it had not only maintained its position, 
but had increased fourfold.

MISSION WORK IN CHINA. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sie,— One is reluctant to take notice of 
such letters as that of your: correspondent 
‘* Observer,”’ bat I write lest his statements 
be taken at their face value. In the first 
place, those engaged in missions to China 
would themselves in accord with Mr. 
Wang's views thereon in his concluding para- 
graph in your issue of Monday's date, with 
the reservation that they would not make 
the proclamation of the Gospel secondary to 
the work of doctors, nurses, teachers, and 
other such qualified workers, of whom they 
would welcome many more in the mission 
field. I did not read into Mr. Wang’s letter 
any statement of the . greater success of 
Roman Catholic missions than of Protestant 
missions. He referred with disapproval only 
to denominational rivalries,whose existence he 
took for granted; but nowadays there is in 
China an almost complete absence of such 
rivalry as exists in Western countries. Co- 
operation and a sense of unity are more 
prominent features of the situation. I am 
glad your correspondent is keen on reunion. 
‘Observer ” quotes extensively from a 
number of writers whose works he has 
treasured for many years. I cannot find 
that Br W. Hunter wrote anything on China, 
though from 1874 onwards he published much 
on India. The literary activity of Bishop 
Steere and Dr. Legge dates also from the 
‘sixties and ‘seventies. The only book 
'' Observer ’’ specifically mentions, “ From 
Peking to St. Poterabhrg,” by Arnot Reid, 
was published about 1899; as he makes so 
long an extract I took to-day an opportunity 
of consulting this “ authority.’’ I find that 
during a globe-trotting tour to Malaya and 
Japan this gentleman formed tho idea cf 
returning to Europe by Siberia. He went to 
Peking, where he spent about a fortnight, 
and then set out for Russia, doing 1,400 
miles by pony cr camel before striking the 
new Trans-Siberian railway, and completing 
his journey to St. Petershurg in fifty days. 
His first-hand impressions of China were 
gathered in about a month there. Whilst 
in Peking. he apparently made no effort to 
see anything of missionary work, bu! 
en route to Siberia his cavalcade came to the 
city of Kalgan, where he went to a Chinese 
inn. n American missionary heard of his 
arrival and offered him hospitality, which 
he seems to have accepted with alacrity. He 
bases a whole chapter, entitled ‘‘ Missionary 
Work in China,” on the basis of conversa- 
tions during those two days, as he himself 
confesses. He says nothing of having seen 
any Roman Catholic missions, but this does 
not prevent 9° from supposing that they 
were ‘less unsuccessful’’ than Protestant 
missions. About the housing of missionaries 
I beg space for another extract from the 
chapter. After saying that his host had 
lived originally in the loca! “ Chinatown,” 
but had later obtained a site outside the 
city wall for church, school, and missionary 
houses, he says of the mission premises : 
‘* They were comfortably furnished with all 
the reasonable necessities of life, but there 
certainly was rothing in them to justify the 
manner in \hich the ill-natured gossip of 
the treaty ports talks of missionary luxury. 
The method of life was decently comfortable 
and healthy, but it was nothing more.”’ 
These words fairly fit the case of the great 
majority of Protestant missionaries, and also 
of the Roman Catholic missionaries of my 
personal acquaintance in China. My own 
house was an adapted Chinese house of wood 
and mud, but had the “ luxury ”’ 
windows, which another missionary house in 
the neighbourhood lacked. The experiment 
of living on Chinese fare may be ideal 
theoretically, but is not altogether a success. 
The resultant tax on the digestion has often 
bad a bad effect on. the temper and general 
outlook on life, Christianity not being there-

GERMANY AND THE WAR. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 


Sir,—From your report of Dr. , Selig'’s 


address to the League of Nations Society last 
night I learn that a prominent feature was a 
reference to the question of Germanys re 
sponsibility for the late war. All who, like 
myself, have been privileged to make Dr. 
Selig’s acquaintance must have felt that they 
indeed, in contact with a powerfum 
consecrated to the welfare of 
humanity. It is with a desire to further her 
work that 1 venture to observe ‘that the 
question of Germany s guilt is one which can 
not now be entered“into by us with any profit 
whatever. Many would concede that her 
guilt was shared by others, including one of 
the Allied Powers arrayed against he 
namely, Russia. Yet not only are the causes 
of the war too complex for ordinary people, 
but the question of Germany's guilt involves, 
for those on either side, tco many emotional 
considerations to be dispassionately considered 
afresh. We leave its further treatment to 
future historians. i

us all to consider: first, on whom rests ibe 
responsibility not for the war, but 
peace (rae wvictis) which brought so 
peace ; second, who really won the war; third, 
upon whom will rest the responsibility for the 
war. The first of these questions | will 
not enter into now: it Is sO easy as the 
other two, and it raises heartrending recollec 
tions. The answer to the second question will 
be found to be that Germany won the war; 
for we have not forgotiten—have we *—that 
we were many times assured that this wes a 
war to end militarism. Every intelligent 
Wrson visiting Germany to-day must he im 
pressed with the sense that the militans' 
section (‘‘those hopeless people, ' Frau 
Selig calls them) are of little account, the war 
spirit being now dead, and that all minds and 
bodies are busily engaged at work, whether 
in industry or in learning, in athletics or in 
music, the life-force manifesting itself in fresh 
output of energy in every conceivable direction 
except that of military exploit. The only areas 
where the military spirit prevails are the 
oceupied areas, where there are armies indecd, 
but foreign armies, maintained at Germany's 
expense, and where miliiary mancuvres and 
sham battles are carried on, foreign soldiers 
everywhere, with constant rifle practice and 
the rest. I there met a British officer who 
complained that his fine house was too large 
for him by far. What had happened was 
that, he being in need of a house, as a 
married man, the house of a German civilian 
was requisitioned for him by the occupying 
force, the owner evicted without redress. 
That was in 1926. 

It is nobody's fault—nobody’s or every: 
body's. My only point in mentioning it is 
that the presence of this source of irritation, 
as of that other, more wnavoidable, the 
foreign control of German fiscal «faire 
renders the more remarkable the citizens’ 
peacefulness and good-will towards foreigners. 
I feel sure that Germany, haviug reaped the 
fruits of defeat, may be said to have moralls 
won the war, and that vae victis tetids to 
become nae victoribus. 

My third question was: upon whom will 
rest the responsibility for the next war? The 
answer is, upon those who, counting on ithe 
silliness of the public, reiterate that out worn 
dictam the falsity of which the war proved 
so conclusively, that, if you want peace, you 
should prepare for war. If these have their 
way, the curses of their ruined nations will 
rest upon them for ever. On Armistice Day 
a certain amount of militarism was, perhaps, 
wnavoidably in evidence; but in a speech that 
day the Prince of Wales, whose voice, we 
must remember, ig never that of a prophet 
erying in the wilderness, but rather that of a 
great multitude, declared that we must all 
and in every way ‘‘seek peace and ensue it,” 
thus citing words of St. Peter. I chanced to 
he in Cambridge the next day, where I saw 
the town placarded with great posters, 
“ Disarmament or Armageddon,’’—Yours,

THE SOCIAL STATUS OF 


NATIONAL TEACHERS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISIL TIMES. 

Sir,—At the Government Committee of 
Inspection it was held, not only by the 
representatives of the teachers, but quite 
unanimously by all the members, that 
national teachers are entitled to the same 
social recognition as the clergy, the lawyers 
and the doctors. But this recognition, 
though coming, is not coming quickly enough, 
and when students of intermediate schools, 
attracted by the fine salaries and the valu- 
able work of the teachers, contemplate join- 
ing thew ranks, their friends, guided by 
prejudice rather than knowledge. bar the 
way, and the curious phrase of “ social 
suicide’’ has been invented from outside to 
describe their :maginary fate. 

It is worth inquiring why national teach- 
ing has not yet attained to the social posi- 
tion which it deserves. The answer is to be 
found in the history of primary education. 
Clergymen, lawyers and doctors have been 
always with us; the teacher has only lately 
come. Eigland did not discover until 1870 
that it was the duty of the State to provide 
teachers for all classes. Ireland was earlier, 
The Kildare Place Society began the work in 
1811, and the National Board tcok it over in 
1831. The idea at first was so novel, if not 
revolutionary, that what people said, in 
effect, was: “ You may teach the poor if vou 
like, provided you charge little or nothing 
for the work.’’ So it came to pass in those 
early days that a child’s education was not 
allowed to cost more than half-a-crown a 
year, and the ordinary pay for a teacher was 
£15 or less a vear. 

Uf course, the teachers who responded to 
such conditions could boast of few qualifica- 
tions, and had no claim to social status. 
When I came to Kildare place, in 1884, much 
progress had been made. The literary qualifi- 
cations of the teachers had become real, and 
salaries had advanced. There was, however, 
very much still to be desired; for many 
women teachers were paid less than £30 and 
many men teachers less than £40 a year, 
Since then progress has been rapid and signal. 
To-day the junior woman teacher commands 
a salary which is well in advance of the 
curate’s pay upon which I began life. The 
men’s salaries are higher, and, what is 
better, the salaries go on by progressive 
increases until they may reach levels which 
are higher than the minimum stipend of the 
clergy, and, furthermore, all teachers are 
secure of an adequate persion on retirement. 
The qualifications of the teachers have made 
similar progress. Every trained teacher who 
leaves Kildare place is a member of Trinity 
College, Dublin, and has succeeded in master- 
ing the subjects of examination to a degree 
quite bevond the reach of the ordinary pass 
man. Thus, from the standpoint of qualifica- 
tions and remuneration, the teachers are on 
a level with other professional men. 

Perhaps the caviller will sav: ‘‘ What about 
the homes from which they come?” [In a 
democratic age and a democratic State I do 
know that has a right to ask 
such a question; but, if the question be 
asked, here is the answer: There are few 
teachers who have not el se relatives amongst 
tne professional classes, and a large propor- 
tion of the professional classes have relatives 
who are national teachers. In fact, manv of 
our prominent clergy have been national 
teachers themselves. It is time that the old 
prejudice arising naturally, as has 
shown, from the early history of primary 
education should be once for all discharged. 
[ think this could be done rapidly if our 
bishops saw their wav to asking representa- 
tive teachers to their entertainments, and if, 
In addressing their diocesan synods, they 
impressed upon their clergy and laity the 
wisdom of doing the same. The result of 
such opening of social doors would he that 
the ranks of the teachers: would be rapidly 
increased in a most desirable way, and State 
and Church would be enriched by forces for 
good, which would be of inestimable value in 
our country parishes, our country towns, 
and, indeed, everywhere.—Yours, ete..

Sith,—Anyone interested in the welfare oi 
the fishermen must be glad that the Presi 
dent of the Dublin Chamber of Commerce 
attended the meeting promoted last night by 
the above Association, because it showed a 
real interest in the Association on the part 
of one of ovr most prominent citizens. 
Nevertheless, I feel bound to point out that 
when he said, as stated in the report, that 
he had COME expecting to learn something 
about the Association, and had only been 
puzzled, he was under a misappreheision as 
to the purposes of the meeting. ‘l'hose pur- 
poses were definite—first, to express sym- 
pathy with the siafferers in the recent 
disaster, and, second, to urge, especially on 
the members of the Dail, the importance of 
carrying out, without delay, the recommen 
dations of the Fishery Conference, a cen 
ference which owed its existence to the 
efforts of the Association. The two resolu- 
tions put to the meeting were concerned 
solely with these two purposes. 

Very briefly, the object of the Associa 
tion Is to help the fishermen to help them- 
selves, and to endeavour to sectife that the 
funds allocated by the State to the industry 
shall be spent to the best advantage. It 
has, with the limited funds at its disposal, 
been able to make a beginning in the work 
of organisation of the fishermen in a tium- 
ber of fishing centres, bat through lack of 
sufficient funds has been very seriously han- 
dicapped in this matter, hrough this or- 
ganisation it has been able to secure a 
cortain amount of improvements in the con- 
ditions under which the industry is carriad 
out, This matter is, however, one 
which, as the Department of Fisheries has 
recognised, is far too heavy to be under- 
taken by any merely voluntary body. 
Farther, the Department recognises both 
that without organisation the indastry can- 
not be expected to take the place that it 
should in the national economy, and also 
that this organisation should be the work of 
a voluntary bedy, subsidised by the State, 
which in turn should have representation on 
the executive of the voluntary body, 

To maintain the voluntary body requires 
money, and the Association has at present 
a debit balance.

There was a iarge attendance at a public 
meeting in the Diocesan Hall, Upper Baggot 
street, Dublin, last night, to hear addresses 
from representatives of the Colonial and Con- 
tinental Church Society, on ‘‘ The World Call 
to the Church.” 

The Archbishop of Dublin (Most Rev. Dr. 
Gregg) presided. He said that the question 
brought before the delegates to the Conven- 
tion was how to bring home to the Church 
the tremendous call of the Churches overseas, 
especially in connection with those who had 
left the homeland. 

Dr. Law. of Melbourne, described his work 
and travels in Australia, and said that when 
they at home were sending out young people 
to other parts of the world they should see 
that they were not sent to places which were 
almost desolate as far as religious facilities 
were concerned, and where they would be in 
danger of falling away from the truth. He 
was not asking them to look after the people 
of Australia, but to look after their own 
people who were going out there, until they 
had settled down and become members of the 
Avstralian Chnreh. 

Canon Garfield Williams, of the Church 
Assethbly of the Church of England, said 
that the reading of the present report of the 
Colonial and Continental Church Society 
should make people realise in Great Britain 
and in Ireland the enormous. importance of 
this great dispersion of our through- 
out the world. 

The advent of our people into Africa had 
been, on the whole, for the uplifting of 
Africa.

DRIVERS OF RAIL 
MOTOR 'BUSES 


NOT INCLUDED IN THE 
PRESENT AGREEMENTS, 


IRISH WAGES BOARD'S 
MAJORITY DIVISLON. 


i 


At a sitting of the Irish Railway Wages 
Board, held at 24 Upper Merrion street, Dub- 
lin, yesterday, Mr Justice Wylie presiding, 
the two Unions of railway workers applied 
for a decision on the position of drivers of 
rail motor "buses. The matter arose on an 
application to the Central Wages Board by 
the County Donegal Railways Jojnt Com- 
mittee as to rates of pay and conditions of 
service of men so employed. The Coni- 
mittee suggested a rate of pay of 50s. per 
week, but no agreement was reached with 
the unions concerned. 

Speaking on behalf of the National Union 
of Railwaymen, Mr. Watters said that he 
wrote to Mr. H. Forbes, manager, County 
Donegal Railway’s Committee, asking him 
if it was intented to introduce a section of 
motor vehicles in connection with his rail- 
way; and, if so, what staff he intended to 
vse He was informed that a driver, not 
recognised, was driving a motor ‘bus. He 
then wrote for information, but got no reply. 
It was only when representatives of the 
Union were brought to Derry for a con- 
ference, with the possibility of a strike taking 
place within a few hours, that they were in- 
tormed that there was an accident on the 
railway, and that the ‘bus had been with- 
drawn. . 

His Union maintained that, in addition toa 
man trained in the locomotive line, there 
should be a guard, as one man could not 
attend to parcels, passenger traffic and mails. 
‘Lhey had ascertained that a varying num- 
ber of men without the necessary qualifica- 
tions were employed in this specific work. 
It was not a correct system, and not in the 
public interest that it should be permitted. 

Mr. Squance maintained that the Railway 
Company had violated the national agree- 
ment. 
CHAIRMAN INTERVENES, . 

Answering Mr. Forbes, who inquired ; 
“Have you ever been on the Donegal rail- 
ways?” Mr. Squance said: “I have not had 
that privilege yet.” 

You apparently kept away from the rail- 
ways in Donegal’ 1 travelled on them once 
and nearly got perished. 

Answering the Chairman, Mr. Squance said 
that the ’bus. was driven by petrol, like a 
motor. 

Mr. Forbes was about to ask further ques- 
tions, when the Chairman intervened and 
said: “I will not permit you, Mr. Forbes, 
to give evidence. You are a member of a 
judicial committee; it is for you to decide 
on the facts, and not to give evidence by 
means of cross-examination. | 

Mr. Hunt, for the associated railway com- 
panies, address ; nat,. 
at times misunderstandings would inevitably 
arise, none of the companies would be guilty 
of any discourtesy to individual members of a 
union or to the unions themselves. Matters 
did not always take a perfectly smooth 
course, but the desire of the companies was 
to work the agreements in an amicable 
manner, with beneficial results to both sides. 

As to the safety of the "buses from the 
standpoint of the public, that was a. matter 
that might safely be left to what in this 
country corresponds to the Board of Trade, 
and which would see to it that the public 
were safeguarded. The immediate question 
before the Board was whether the County 
Donegal company, in employing a man to 
drive a motor ‘bus on their railway, and pay- 
ing him a certain rate of wages, was in any 
way violating any agreement between the 
companies and the unions. 


MOTOR MEN AND THE AGREEMENT. 


The reply of the companies was that, in 
the first place, they had not violated any 
agreement, and, secondly, that the rate of 
wages they were paying the man was not 
only reasonable, but also exceedingly generous 
for the work and the responsibiilty he had to 
undertake. 

In the control agreement motormen were 
distinctly mentioned, but that agreement was 
substituted by the agreement of February, 
1922, in which there was no mention of motor- 
men. As far as Ireland was concerned, the 
control agreements were scrapped, except 
where it was specifically stated that they were 
to be retained in any particular. Motor- 
driving was not even mentioned in the new 
agreement, and he doubted if its framers ever 
contemplated that such employment would 
ever arise on the railways. The companies 
could not violate an agrement that did not 
include the grade of railway motor driver. 

There was a very great difference between 
the training required for the driver of a rail- 
way steam locomotive on a main line and for 
the driver of a Ford motor on rails. After 
two days’ training a boy could drive a Ford 
car even on.a busy street, and he was sur- 
prised that the Locomotive Society should 


| claim that such men should rank with the 


experienced craftsmen driving main line fast 
trains. The vehicle in question was used on 
the Glenties branch, “&. its‘ total passenger- 
carrying capacity was fifteen. As a matter 
of fact, the average of passengers carried 
was seven per day, and he suggested to the 
Board that it was neither business nor 
common-sense that the driver of such a 
vehicle, with an earning capacity of 1s. 5d. a 
mile, should be regarded as a fully ranked 
railway driver, and the company should also 
be compelled to provide a guard to look after 
nothing. The demand simply amounted to 
asking the company to pay a premium on the 
running of the vehicle. 


QUESTIONS. 


Mr. Duffy asked was it the contention of 
the companies that they were free to replace 
steam locomotives by those "buses, and to 
employ men to drive them on any terms they 
wished. 

_Mr. Hunt replied that the companies’ posi- 
tion was that there was no agreement and no 
rate of pay for such work.

He would like to 
know if it would be claimed that drivers uf 
railway “buses on the public road should be 
deemed to be full railway locomotive drivers. 

Mr. Watters—Not if » A are on the road; 
but if the ’buses run on rails we claim that 
the drivers are locomotive men. 

The Chairman—Although driving a ’bus on 
the ‘ee is a much more responsible employ- 
ment. 

THE BOARD'S FINDING. 


The Chairman, after consultation, an- 
nounced that the Board, by a majority, was 
of opinion that the drivers of internal com- 
bustion rail motor 'buses were not included 
in the Irish agreements now operating. The 
Board, accordingly, referred the parties to 
the negotiating machinery for the settlement 
of the question concerned. 

The Board decided that the National Union 
of Railwaymen had not established their case 
for the regrading of Foreman Donnelly, 
Wexford. The same ruling was made on an 
application for the regrading of the working 
foremen at Liffey Junction, Dublin. The 
referred back the claim for regrading Chiet 
Linesman W. Brockbank, Great Northern 
Railway. 

After a lengthy hearing, the Board decided 
that the award of April, 1926, in favour of 
the payment of the ‘‘away-from-home ex- 
penses ” of permanent way inspectors was not 
re‘rospective. The National Union of Rail- 
~~ had applied for payment of arrears 
ve that award from August, 1919, to May, 
1926.

The depositions showed that she went into 
the bedroom in Kelly’s house, and there, 
having put the sign of the cross over his 
head, extracted the notes from him, gave him 
an herb to use, and promised to come back 
later to see him. 

Going back to the rest of the band, she 
told her husband how she had got the money 
from “ a real soft man,’’ and Solomon ordered 
them to get into their carts and drive away. 

Sergeant. John Flaherty, Civic Guard, 
Portarlington, stated that, after the arrest of 
the prisoners on July 13 last, he found £30 
on Solomon Smith. 


WOMAN PRISONER'S ADMISSION. 

Questioned by the Judge, Annie Smith 
said that she gave £100 each to Charlotte 
Emith, her husband’s niece, and Mary Anne 
Smith, her own niece.

SOCIETY OF IRISH 
MOTOR AGENTS. 


RELATIONS BETWEEN 
NORTH AND SOUTH. 


- 


'The second annual dinner oí the Society of 
Irish Motor Agents, held in the Dolphin 
Hotel, Dublin, last night, was very success- 
ful, Mr. Arthur Huet was in the chair, and 
there was a large attendance. 

The Chairman proposed the toast ‘‘Ire- 
land,’’ and Mr. J. C. M. Eason, President of 
the Dublin Chamber of Commerce, in respond- 
ing, said that in wishing prosperity to their 
country he thought that the most important 
fact which they had to bear in mind was that 
that prosperity lay in the hands of the citizens 
of Ireland, North and South. He did not 
want to be unduly optimistic, but, looking 
around the, country—both North and South— 
he saw very good reasons for having every 
satisfaction and hope for the future of Ire- 
land, not that they should expect miracles in 
a few months or even years. He said this 
because he thought that the country was 
settling down to work to a greater extent—at 
any rate so far as Southern Ireland was con- 
cerned—than it had done in recent years. 
All the statistics, trade and bank clearances, 
were to the good. The most important matter 
for the country was that there should be this 
definite feeling of unity, as evidenced in the 
motor trade, between North and South. 

Captain 8. J. Hutchinson, Chairman of 
the Ulster Division of the Motor Trades 
Association, proposed the toast of the Irish 
Motor Trades Society. He said that he was 
sure that they in Dublin, like their colleagues 
in the North, had many difhculties to over- 
come, some of them political, and some 
involved in trade policy. As far as the 
political situation was concerned, rapid pro- 
gress was being made in the North in the 
wav of good feeling and harmony. A better 
feeling existed to-day than had existed for 
years past; and if they could have as good 
feeling in politics as existed in commerce 
between North and South it would be a 
happy day for all Ireland. He mentioned that 
in “ár Ireland a new bill was being 
introduced next year, and it was likely that 
curbstone petrol pumps would be legalised. 
Negotiations were in progress regarding trade 
licences and the taxation of used cars. The 
Government was not unfavourable to a reduc- 
tion of 50 per cent. in the tax on cars five 
years old and over, provided it could be 
shown that this would not mean a curtailed 
road revenue. 

Mr. A. Nolan, in replying, said that the 
Society had taken some time to get together, 
but it now combined every branch of their 
trade. He felt, however, that it was. not 
getting the support that it deserved, and 
they would not be satisfied until they had 
every motor trader and agent in the country 
within their fold. 

Mr. J. A. Cross also replied. He said that 
they had played the game and got the Society 
going, but they should not yet be content to 
rest on their oars. 

Mr. John O'Neill proposed ‘‘ The aa: | of 
Motor Manufacturers and Traders:’’ Mr.

Yesterday Mr. Kyle (Labour) asked the 
Prime Minister, in the Northern’ House of 
Commons, whether he could state when the 
Government intend to allocate a day to dis- 
cuss the vote of censure on the notice paper 
stafiding in the names of members of the. 
Opposition. 

e Prime Minister said that he was pre- 
pared to allocate a day when the Govern- 
ment business before the House was com- 


leted. 

: Mr. Kyle—What exactly does that mean ? 
Is the Prime Minister not prepared to allo- 
cate a day this week ? 

The Prime Minister said that if the Old 
Age Pension Bill were completed before 
Thursday next, then Thursday could be 
given, but, if not, it would be some day in 
the following week. 

AN AMENDMENT. 

In connection with the censure debate, 
eight members on the Government side have 
handed in a notice of an amendment in the 
following terms:—‘‘ The Government repre- 
sents the wishes of the vast majority of the 
people of Northern Ireland in the steps it has 
taken to establish and maintain peace and 
security, assist agriculture and industry 
when passing through a period of unusual 
difficulty, and to provide for aged persons 
and widows and orphans. It expresses its 
appreciation, in particular, of the benefits 
conferred upon the working classes of 
Northern Ireland by the arrangements made 
between the British and Northern Ireland 
Governments in respect of the treatment of 
unemployment insurance, and trusts that the 
Government will refrain from taking any 
action that would perevent similar advan- 
tages being received in future years.” 


THE QUARRIES BILL. 


The Minister of Commerce (Mr. J. Milne 
Barbour) moved the second reading of the 
Quarries Bill. He said that there were 361 
quarries in Northern Ireland in which explo- 
sives and machinery were used, and 


227 of these were working last year. 
The primary object of the present measure | 
was to bring within the compass of one bill 


| the various statutory provisions relating to. 


quarries, the general principle aimed ‘at being 
to provide reasonable protection for the 
workers engaged in the quarrying industry, 
and, at the same time, to impose the mint- 
mum burden on owners and occupiers of 
quarries. 

Mr, Samuel Kyle (Labour) welcomed the 
bill, which was read a second time. 


OLD AGE PENSIONS BILL. 


On the consideration of the money sesolu- 
tion in connection with the Old Age F ension 
Bill, Mr. Kyle, Leader of the Opposition, 
suggested that, as the Opposition represented 
one-third of the people of orthern 
Ireland at least, they ought to Lave 
the right to nominate at leat cne- 
third of the chairmen or umpires of 
the committees to be set up under the Act. 

Mr. Moles said that there would be an 
<i to discuss this matter under the

Mr. W. McMullan (Labour) said that it 
would be more economical if there was no 
payment of fees to the chairmen cf these 
committees. He did not see why, when 
so many people gave voluntary service to 
these committees, that the chairmen should 
be paid. 

Mr. James Beattie (Labour) said that it 
was an attempt to create sinecure jobs for 
a number of people. 

Mr. Healy (Nationalist) also said that he 


considered that the Opposition should have 
authority to nominate some of the chairmen. 


He considered, however, that no payment | 


should be paid for this service, 


The money resolution was passed, mem- . 


bers of the Opposition declaring that they 
would raise the matter on the second reading. 


THE MILK BILL, 


The. House then considered the Senate’s 
amendments to the Milk Bill. 

Mr. Kyle (Labour) complained that the 
Government first retained the principle of 
minimum fines, notwithstanding objections 
by the Opposition, but when the Senate 
objected to minimum fines they withdrew 
the minimum fines and left the decisions to 
magistrates, 

The Minister of Home Affairs (Sir Dawson 
Bates) said that the minimum penalties were 
retained in serious cases; that was where a 
man represented that he was selling milk that 
was Grade A or tuberculin tested, when he 
had not got a licence from the Minister of 
Home Affairs. That would be deliberate 
fraud, and the minimum penalty was re- 
tained, but for mere technical offences it was 
not proposed to retain the minimum. penalty. 

All the Senate’s amendments, on divisions, 
were accepted, 


WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION. 


On the third reading of the Workmen’s 
Compensation Act, 

Mr. Kyle (Labour) drew attention to what 
he described as a serious omission in regard 
to provisions for workmén working in 
Northern Ireland and living in the Free 
State. Under the bill such men, when tem- 
porarily incapacitated, would not, be entitled 
to compensation. Under the 1923 Act, which 
was supposed to embody the 1906 Compensa- 
tion Act, there was no provision for such 
men, and, while they had passed out of the 
jurisdiction of Northern Ireland in so far as 
residence was concerned, he contended that 
the fact that they worked in Northern Ireland 
entitled them to compensation. He urged 
that the matter should be considered in 
regard to future legislation. 

Mr. Andrews, Minister of Labour, said 
that the practical difficulty was that they 
had either to keep their laws in step with 
Great Britain or with the Free State, and 
he was undoubtedly of the opinion that it 
was in the interests of the working class that 
they should maintain their compensation the 
same as in Great Britain. These difficulties 
had arisen as a result of the establishment 
of the Free State, for which they were in no 
way responsible. 

Mr. Kyle—Why should these men, who 
probably have very little “ grá ” for either of 
the Governments, be deprived of compensa- 
tion? 

Mr. C. Healy (Nationalist) mentioned cases 
of similar hardship on the Fermanagh border. 

The Prime Minister—Why do not they 
come over the border and live in Ulster? 

Mr. Healy—You have not built any houses 
for them. 

The third reading was passed, 

The House adjourned till next Tuesday. 


NORTHERN SENATE. 


THE TRADE UNION BILL. 


The Northern Senate yesterday considered 
the Trade Dispute and Trade Union Bill. 

Lord Massereene moved the suspension of 
the St..ading Orders for the purpose of taking 
the second reading of the bill.

It was the leaders and 
agitators who were to blame for the necessity 
for that bill. 

Mr. McDowell, as a trade unionist of thirty- 
five years’ standing, said that he was opposed 
to the Socialist element which had secured 
control of many of the unions. He was in 
favour of the bill, as many of the trade 
unions had become great political organisa- 
tions, and it was a question whether they 
had not ceased to function as trade vnions. 

Mr. Barclay said that strikes and locks-out 
were inhuman, and it was necessary for the 
Government to take drastic steps to save in- 
dustry and promote the social well-being of 
the country. It had heen said that the 
Government got no mandate for such a bill, 
but no Government required a mandate to 
save the country from disaster. There was 
nothing in the bill that any workingman need 
be afraid of. It did not interfere with the 
rights of trade unions to organise themselves 
for the pense of collective bargaining or 
improving their working condition. Trade 
unionists could contribute to party funds if 
they wished.

The guestion of a reduction in the wages 
oí the men employed by the Dublin 
1] United Tramways Company, which arose 
in August last, has come to close discus- 
sion with the expiration of the three 
months’ notice given by the employers 

On last Wednesday night the following 
notice, signed by Mr. G, Marshall 
Harriss, General Manager of the company, 
was posted in all the tram dépdéts :— 


A REDUCTION OF 7s. 64. 

The directors, having reluctantly decided 
that revision of the agreement of August, 
1924, governing wages and cunditions appli- 
cable to employés of the company had become 
necessary, three months’ notice to terminate 
it was duly given, and this notice will expire 
on Wednesday next, the 7th December, 1927. 

Negotiations have failed to evoke acceptance 
of the proposed reduction of 10s. weekly from 
wages, or of any revision or reduction wy the 
men referred to in the agreement. 

While these circumstances exist, the wages 
pavable to the men concerned on Friday, 
16th December, 1927 (for the week commenc- 
ing the 8th December), and thereafter, will 
be reduced by 7s. 6d. per week, that sum 
having been suggested by the Board’s officers 
m the interests of peace, during the 
negotiatiozs, 3 
HIGHER WAGES THAN ELSEWHERE. 

A representative of the Zrish Times was 
informed by Mr. Harriss that the Tram- 
way Board has for a considerable time 
past felt the pressure on the company’s 
revenue of the high rate of wages paid to 
the company’s men under the agreement 
made with their Union in August, 1924. 
The wages of the Dublin Tramway em- 
ployés substantially exceed similar wages 
paid in all other large cities in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland (with the 
exception of London). including Liver- 
pool, Manchester, Birmingham, Leeds, 
Glasgow and Belfast. 

It is common knowledge, Mr. Harriss 
added, that the introduction of ‘buses 
competing with the tramways over the 
routes maintained by the company has 
intreduced competition affecting the 
receipts of the tramways, and made it 
still more difficult to maintain the high 
standard of wages in force. For these 
reasons the Board had no option but to 
press their claim for revision of the agree- 
ment. 


MEN’S VIEW OF THE SITUATION. 

Most of the men employed by the Tram- 
ways Company, about 1,600, are members 
of the Amalgamated Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, whose secretary 
for the Tramways group of members, Mr. 
Harry E. Clay, has been in Dublin for 
some days looking after the negotiations 
from his members’ side. Acting with him 
is Mr. G. F. Gillespie, the secretary for 
the Trish area of the Union. Neither of 
them was to be seen yesterday, but our 
representative learnt from members of 
the Dublin branch that nothing approach- 
ing a crisis has arisen. The feeling among 
the men on the cars is that there will be 
negotiations leading eventually to some- 
thing like a “split the differ’’ arrange- 
ment... For many years past the company 
and their employés and the Union have 
pulled well together, when Dublin was 
upset by serious labour troubles. 

It. is possible that if the negotiations 
between the principal parties do not pro- 
gress satisfactorily, the Ministry of In- 
dustry and Commerce may be asked in to 
arbitrate. 


HOW THE MEN ARE PAID. 

About 900 of the Tramway employés are 
those who come most before the public 
as drivers and conductors of the tram- 
cars. For. the drivers the present wage 
maximum is 68s. 5d. for a 48-hour week 
and the minimum 63s. 3d. A conductor’s 
maximum is 66s, 1d., and minimum 
59s. lld. per week. Motormen and con- 
ductors with less than two years’ service 
are guaranteed no more than four days’ 
work a week, but at the present juncture 
it.so happens that there are none on this 
“ short time.”

PROSPERITY IN 
AMERICA. 


NEW. RECORDS.

From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

Mr. Herbert Hoover, the Secretary of 
Commerce, in making his annual report 
to President Coolidge, said that the fiscal 
year ended July Ist continued the 
economic progress which has now been 
characteristic of American industry for 
six years. 

‘“It exceeded all previous records in 
volume of production and cunsumption, 
and in the physical quantity of exports 
and imports,’’ said Mr. Hoover. ‘‘ ™u.ere 
was very little unemployment except a 
moderate recession near the end of the 
year, and the rate of real wages remained 
higher than anywhere else in the world or 
than at any other time in world history. 
The high prosperity of the year did not 
represent merely an upward swing in the 
business cycle, but was the result of 
general and pe-manent progress. 

“There were, to be sure, a few aspects 
of American business which were less 
satisfactory, as, for example, the coal and 
textile industries, the relatively low price 
of cotton with its depressing effect upon 
the farmers of the large regions of the 
South, and some continued depression in 
agriculture of the mid-West, although im- 
provement is. taking place since the fiscal 
year in both sections. 


FOREIGN SECURITIES. 

“ Foreign underwriting by Americans 
during the fiscal year exceeded that of 
any corresponding period in the history of 
the United States. The total par value 
of foreign capital securities offered to the 
public in the United States during 1926-27 
was 1,511,000,000 dollars; during the two 
preceding years the average amount 
quoted was 1,351,000,000 dollars. Foreign 
securities privately taken (not public 
offered), plus new direct investments 
abroad, probably raise the total to 
1,850,000,000 dollars for the year. Our 
net growth as a creditor nation was, per- 
haps, only about a third as great. Finan- 
cial reconstruction abroad continued to be, 
on the whole, encouraging. 


EXPORTS BREAK ' RECORD. 


“The value of exports was greater than 
in any other fiscal year since 1920-21, and 
when account is taken of the much bower 
price leve] as compared with the war years 
trade was the largest in our history. 

“The excess of exports over imports 
(the so-called ‘favourable balance of 
merchandise trade’) in 1926-27 was 
716,000,000 dollars, a very much greater 
‘figure than that of the year before, but 
somewhat greater than the average of the 
five years 1922-26. 

‘‘In part payment of this balance there 
was a net gold import of 148,000,000 


dollars.’’

PARIS, Thursday. 

Alain Gerbault, one-time French tennis 
champion and om of the most popular 
athletes in France, but now an inscrutable | 
and misanthropic “hermit of the seas, 
is shortly to become the King of a South 
Sea island. 

Forsaking the dizzy swirl of life in the 
Parisian capital, he set out three years ago 
to sai] around the world alone in a fifty- 
ton fishing sloop. He touched this week 
at the Isle of Reunion, a French posses- 
sion, west of Madagascar, his journey 
three-quarters completed. There he was 
forced to speak his native language for 
the first time for two years, and to a 
close friend who had made the long 
journey from Paris just to greet him he 
confided some experiences of his lonely 
cruising. 

IN THE SOUTH SEAS. 

He dreams of settling in the Polynesian 
Islands as a white king of the island 
blacks. He spent almost a year sailing 
around from island to island, mixing 
freely with the inhabitants, and before 
he left they asked him to become their 
king. 

Soon after landing at Reunion he asked 
the French Government to give him an 
island in Polynesia as a _ concession. 
Whether it is granted or not, he is return- 
ing to the South Seas to pass the rest 
of his days. He finds the beauties of the 
landscape, the mild qualities of the 
climate, and the fascination of the island 
folk more attractive than any European 
society. 

A YEAR’S VOYAGE. 

After a week or two of tennis at 
Reunion, Gerbault embarks for Durban, 
and from there to Cape Town. From 
there he will return north by way of 
St. Helena (where. Napoleon was exiled 
and died), : 

How he will live during the year in 
which it will take him to reach France 
is a mystery. His trip thus far has cost 
him seven hundred thousand francs, and 
when hé arrived at Reunion he had less 
than a hundred thousand francs. 

Just what first brought him to choose a 
hermit’s life on sea, Gerbault will not 
divulge. One friend claims that, failing 
to get in the French Naval Academy, 
he determined to prove to the sceptical 
authorities the kind of sailor he was. 


RADIO STATION FIRE. 


200 FEET MAST CRASHES

£32,000 IN BIRTHDAY 
GIFTS. 


EXTRA WEEK’S WAGES 
TO EMPLOYES. 

To celebrate his seventy-seventh birth- 
day, on December 5th, Mr. Bernhard 
Baron, Chairman of Carreras, Ltd., has 
sent contributions totalling £32,000 to 
about two hundred hospitals and other 
philanthropic institutions. He has also 
made a personal present of an extra week’s 
wages and a birthday cake to every one 
of the 2,750 employés of Carreras. 

Since his last birthday Mr. Baron has 
given away £180,000, including £50,000 
to St. George’s Jewish Settlement, and 
£25,000 to London Hospital. 

His latest gifts are to hospitals and 
philanthropic institutions in London and 
the district, and include £1,000 each to 
the Duchess of Portland’s Country

REVISED ENGLISH 
PRAYER BOOK. 


ARCHBISHOP OF YORK 
AND REJECTION. 


Speaking at York Diocesan Conference 
yesterday, the Archbishop of York said 
he had been surprised by the failure of 
members of both Houses of Parliament to 
realise the seriousness of the issues in- 
volved and the consequences which would 
ensue if the desire so unmistakably ex: 
pressed by the Church and the Ecclesia- 
stical Committee were to be rejected. The 
latter body, instead of having narrowed 
its invitation, had cast its net needlessly 
wide, which rendered its conclusions all 
the more significant and valuable. 

After decisions so clearly given, they all 
felt that the members of either House of 
Parliament would incur a very heavy 
responsibility if they voted against the 
measure. It was not now a question of 
personal likes or dislikes to particular pro- 
posals in the measure or the proposed 
Book. It was a matter going far beyond 
these limits. The members of both Houses 
must give their votes with a full sense of 
the consequences which would be involved 
if the adverse vote prevailed. 

It was impossible to describe the situa- 
tion which would occur, the strain which 
would be involved in the relations of 
Church and State, the chaos which would 
enter into the Church and the thwarting 
of its proper work if the measure were 
rejected. It was difficult not to be sur- 
prised, almost amazed, by the apprehen- 
sions which séemed to be filling the minds 
of otherwise excellent and.earnest religious 
people, and the ingenuity with which 
sinister designs were discovered in what 
he thought to be innocuous and straight- 
forward proposals.

SCENES AT BU DAPEST 
AND CANBERRA.

BUDAPEST, Thursday. 

Although. Count Bethlen, Hungarian 
Premier, leaves to-day to attend the 
Geneva Peace Conference, he leaves a 
small war going on at home. Rarely in 
Central European history have such alarm- 
ing scenes been witnessed as in the 
Hungarian Parliament last night. 

For as long as half an hour at a time 
there was such commotion in Parliament 
that business was suspended while cat- 
calls, whistling, hisses, shouts and curses 
filled the air. Deputies shouted questions 
across the House on various subjects to 
Premier Bethlen. 

Regarding the Monarchist movement, 
the Premier declared that there was no 
danger of Otto becoming King at present, 
but he warned Parliament that, according 
to constitutional amendment, Hungary 
to-day was a kingdom, although without a 
king, and that the Republican movement 
was illegal, and could only be carried out 
in a legitimate constitutional way. 

Considerable sensation was caused by 
Deputy Gyoerki, who accused the 
Hungarian political police as acting as 
agents provocateurs in Communist plots.

almost the same thing—have been interpreted 
as giving the impression, that France and 
Italy are really at odds over Albania. It 
seems incredible. 

The moment is wholly inopportune for the 
reappearance of the mailed fist in inter- 
national affairs, and the position of apparently 
open antagonism between France and Italy 
now reached as the result of a series of trivial 
incidents is simply absurd. The risks are, 
indeed, so plain that they suggest an im- 
mediate remedy. Nothing could have been 
better in tone than the references to Italy in 
the speech made last week by the Yugo-Slav 
Foreign Minister, M. Marinkovitch, who has 
never allowed himself to be identified with 
the noisy extremists among his own country- 
men, and now M. Briand has put the whole 
question in a new perspective by his warm 
invitation to Signor Mussolini to come to a 
frank settlement of the differences between 
France and Italy. He suggests a meeting for 
the purpose of clearing up all misunderstand- 
ings, and insists on the sensible view that 
the tw» countries ought to be able to reach 
an agreement on all points without great 
difficulty. This statesmanlike proposal is 
calculated to appeal to the most generous in- 
stincts of Signor Mussolini, who, absorbed 
as he has been of late in an immense task 
of internal reconstruction, may welcome this 
opportunity of making a fresh contribution to 
the general vell-being of Europe. It cannot 
be forgotten that he is a signatory of the 
Locarno Treaty. 

The pressnt apparent antagonism may be 
turned to great profit if it used as a heaven- 
sent occasion for carrying through ‘such a 
thorough and far-reaching agreement between 
France and Italy as shall reduce the petty 
Alvanian affair to its true proportions, and 
all the recent unpleasant episodes to oblivion.

MR. BRIDGEMAN 
REPLIES TO CRITICS.

“Tt is an astonishing thing how little our 
attitude at Geneva has been understood,’’ 
said Mr. Bridgeman, First Lord of the Admi- 
valty, at the Junior Constitutional Club, Lon- 
don, last night. “' There is always a certain 
number of ignorant people in the world. 
There is a certain number who are not only 
ignorant but are determined to use their 
irnorance for attacking their own country on 
every possible occasion. There are others 
who, although they know something, are pre- 
pared to sink that knowledge in a desire to 
score off the party to which they themselves 
do not belong. These classes of people, | 
think, are responsible for the misunderstand- 
ing of what happened at Geneva.”’ 

He explained that the British delegates 
went to Geneva at the invitation of President 
Coolidge toa conference en limitation of naval 
armaments, They had been preparing a 
scheme for several months before, and went 
with a very clear idea of what could be done. 
He went into detail as to the American and 
British p®posals regarding battleships and to 
the proposals as te cruisers, destroyers and 
submarines. 

““ Curiously, the maxima proposed were, in 
every case, smaller than those proposed by 
other countries. Our difficulty was over the 
question of cruisers. Well, our attitude to 
that was that, first of all, the larger cruisers 
should be limited to the Washington ratio.”’ 

PRESS CRITICS. 

Regarding ‘‘some of our critics in the 
Press, ” he said that a few days ago he sug- 
gested that they should drop an ‘‘A’’ Class 
cruiser out of the programme. His idea was 
to drop another out of next year’s programme. 
That was completely consistent with a pro- 
posal they had made at Geneva. ‘‘ Oh! this 
is all very well,’ said the Datly Mail, ‘‘ but 
it is too late. Why did you not say that at 
Geneva ?”’ 

“it would make those articles more interest- 
ing and readable,’’ said Mr. Bridgeman, “if 
the people who wrote them would attempt to 
understand the subject about which they are 
writing. We are marking time now in order 
that the United States may, if they choose, 
have a little time to agree to the point.” 

Mr. Bridgeman then referred to the ques- 
tion of tonnage, the real crux of the situation. 
“It was a subject I got absolutely sick of 
hearing about at Geneva,’’ he said, ‘‘ because 
the American delegation kept on repeating 
‘total tonnage’ all day long. I said, ‘I am 
prepared to agree to some total tonnage if I 
know how you are going to make it up.’ 
They said, ‘We will not agree to anything 
unless beforehand you agree to fix the total 
tonnage.’ Our anxiety was not the size, but 
the numbers, because we have eighty thousand 
miles of trade routes to defend, and many 
miles of country to which we.have to afford 
some reasonable protection. It was on that 
that the thing broke down.”’ 

He quite agreed that if he had accepted 
the American _ proposals. straight off they 
might have had an agreement, but he did 
not think that he was sent to Geneva for 
that purpose. (Cheers.) ‘‘The Government 
struck the absolutely logical line that we 
ought not to give up our principle that the 
cruisers in future were to be for defence, 
and not for attack. If we had given up the 
8-inch gun, we should have given up the 
whole of that principle. I thing you will 
agree we were bound to refuse.”

Cork, true to its name, bobbed about 
on the placid stream of senatorial debate 
yesterday, If the Southern city had been 
as well represented in the public gallery 
as among the members. of the Upper 
House, we might have been treated to 
the valiant Gascon chorus. “ You can't 
keep a good town down! ' 

It was the old theme with which many 
speeches in the Dail and some in the 
Senate already had made us familiar. If 
the Local Elections Bill, 1927, were 
amended to permit of the early resurrec- 
tion of the Cork Corporation, all would 
be well; if not, Christmas would not be 
merry Christmas in the city by the Lee. 


RATS.. 


Mr. Haughton had three amendments 
on the paper designed to bring about the 
glorious resurrection. Speaking to the 
first of them, he threw out dark hints that 
something was “happening behind the 
scenes,” and suggested that this was the 
real reason why Cork had to continue to 
put up with “a one man show.” Twitted 
by the Chairman with “smelling a rat, © 
he admitted with protound gravity that he 
did, and added that the Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health was 
“new to his job.’’ To be an efficient rat- 
catcher, of course, one must serve years 
of apprenticeship, unless it is a natural 
gilt. 

After Mr. P. J. Hocper had warmly 
endorsed his brother Corkman’s plea, Mr.

A BILL THAT VANISHED. 


Mr. Mulcahy, in his reply, suggested

The citizens: of Dublin. “who are habituated 
to columns of hunger-marchers parading their 
streets, might possibly have found something 
to ponder.on if Mr. Cosgrave, instead of the 
partial quotation I have mentioned, had 
referred them to the figures regarding un- 
employment in France which I quoted m the 
same speech. France has a population almost 
fourteen times as numerous as that of the 
Irish Free State. According to the official 
figúres, the number of persons unemployed 
in the Irish Free’ State in June, 1927, was 
22,776, a figure which by no means represents 
the total number unemployed. In France, 
however, the numbers unemployed at various 
dates since 1921 were:—June, 1921. 47.331; 
December, 1921, 10.052; December, 1922, 
35.221; December, 1923, 464; December, 1924, 
509; December, 1926, 645; June, 1926, 489; 
December, 1926, 17,178; August, 1927, 
14,825. 

These figures are an adequate proof thet 
the financial policy pursued by the Frenc.a 
Government was wise and sagacious. If 
further proof. were needed it is given by the 
figures for the import and export trade of 
France for the years 1913 and 1925. 

In 1915 France’s imports and exports were 
vaiued at 2,396,000,000 and 7,3511,000,000 
francs respectively. That gave an adverse 
trade balance of 2,085,000,000 francs. In 
1925 the imports were valued at 44,130.000,000 
francs, and the exports at 45,548,000,000 
francs. That gave a balance of trade in 
France’s favour of 1,438,000.000 francs. 

By way of contrast T would point out that 
under Mr. Cosgrave’s a@ministration the total 
volume of the principal exports of the Irish 
Free State in 1926 is only 86.7 per cent. of 
their volume in 1913. 

To Mr. Cosgrave’s mind the French states- 
men who achieved the noteworthy results, 
which are expressed in the foregoing figures, 
are economic heretics, for Mr. Cosgrave 1s a 
firm believer in the economic gospel accord- 
ing to John Bull. No doubt, to his, mind it 
is only fitting that his resolute faith should 
be justified by suffering. But Mr. Cosgrave's 
suffering is purely vicarious; it is the people, 
the unemployed, who sufier for the economic 
faith which he practises.

THE TASK OF FUTURE 
MINISTERS. 


Lecturing on “ Ireland and the League of 
Nations,’ before the Waterford Literary and 
Scientific Society, Mr. R. J. P. Mortished, 
Dublin, said that it would be stated, and 
with considerable truth. that there are 
limitations to our rights as a State, and one 
was. the fact that even in time of peace the 
British Government is entitled to aaintain 
an armed force in this country; in fact, does 
maintain it at Spike Island and other places; 
and in time of war, or even in tme of 
strained relations with any other Power, is 
entitled to demand, whether we like it or not, 
any facilities that she may think necessary 
for the purposes of defence 

It was a very. obvious criticism that a 
State which is bound to give facilities for 
defence to another State is not yet wholly 
independent, but there was that limitation, 
and one of the problems which must be 
solved in years to come was the position of 
a law-abiding, peaceful member of the 
League of Nations in relation to our obliga- 
tions to the British Government unde? the 
Treaty of 1921. 

A wrong impression of the League’s work 
was conveyed by the newspaper correspon- 
dents at Geneva, who generally sought the 
spectacular, and omitted to notice much of 
the work done by the Intellectual Co-opera- 
tion Institute, the Health and Economic sec- 
tions, International Labour Organisation, 
and the Court of Justice. It would be a de- 
cided benefit to the Dail members of any 
party to visit Geneva, rticularly the 
Farmers’ Party, who could learn very much.

INLAND TRANSPORT. 


RAILWAYS AND ROAD 


TRAFFIC. 

Senator J. T. O’Farrell, Irish Secretary, 
R.C.A., speaking at a meeting of the two 
Londonderry branches of the Railway Clerks’ 
Association (Mr. W. P. O’Doherty in the 
chair), said that Derry, served by three 
different railway companies, only one of 
which was completely within Northern Ire- 
land, was the outstanding example of the 
problem of inland transport as it affected 
railways. The amalgamation of many of the 
existing. lines crossing the border. would 
render possible substantial economies in 
working, and would enable a more efficient 
service to be given to, the public: The 
Northern Government had called the railway 
companies in Northern Ireland together, but, 
-as far as could be ascertained, merely took 
up the attitude of saying to the companies’ 
representatives: “If you can find a solution 
of the problem created by fhe border, as 
far as it applies to railway reorganisation, we 
shall be pleased to hear it.” 

Some of the companies were for progressive 
reorganisation, but others were not, and 
hence nothing was done. The Ballycastle 
line was allowed to close down and to be 
purchased’ as scrap by an English company, 
whilst the staff were treated as even a less 
valuable commodity. He described the re- 
port of the Clogher Valley Railway Commis- 
sion as brutal in its proposed treatment of 
the employés, for whom no provision what- 
ever was recommended. 


ROAD TRANSPORT. 

Reorganisation of transport involyed con- 
sideration of road motor transport. The 
manner in which this question was treated 
by the Free State Government, as evidenced 
by the President’s speech in the Senate 
on the th November, was a _ dis- 
grace. If the Government had any 
policy whatever in regard to this very 
urgent problem, the President kept it a close 
secret. He simply went on the plea that 
there was no transport problem, and that 
consequently nothing need be done. If Mr. 
Cosgrave expressed the view of the Free State 
Government on this question it showed an 
amazing amount of ignorance which was quite 
inexcusable, and indicated the intention to 
allow a position already chaotic to become 
more chaotic and complex still. Meanwhile a 
vast amount of capital and energy, so badly 
needed for the increasé of national produc- 
tion, was being absorbed in an irregular, 
wasteful, and, in some cases, vindictive com- 
petition, which was bound to -end in financial 
disaster. 

Because of the amazing position prevailing, 
many railway companies: were now getting 
controlling influences in road’ transport com- 
panies, and running in competition with them- 
selves and with other road motor companies, 
One result would be that eventually there 
would be neither an efficient railway nor road 
service. The available traffic; even if well- 
regulated, would only afford a. moderate 
return on expenditure, but with unregulated 
cut-throat competition, all systems would 
eyentually become. starved; the employés 
would have longer hours and bad wages, arid 
eventually bankruptey could only be avoided 
by a raising of rates and fares. Already 


some oí the ‘bus companies were on the 


‘verge of bankruptcy, and were unable to 
meet payments due upon "buses obtained on 
the instalment system.

Mr, Anthony. McKinley, who died at 
Dalriada Hospital, Ballycastle, Co. Antrim, 
on Wednesday last, aged eighty-five, was 
known as *‘The County Antrim Hercules,” 
by reason of his remarkable weight-lifting, 
walking and other athletic feats As a you 
man he resided for a time in the Unite 
States of America, and was engaged’ in busi- 
ness. Some of his most noteworthy feats were 
performed when he was in the sixties and 
seventies. He claimed to be the world’s 
weight-lifting champion for all weights up to 
sixty pounds.

Mr. Brown emphasised the importance of 
stability of relations between the individual 
and the community, and said that when they 
became a discord imstead of a harmony 
civilisation was doomed.

England in the eighteenth century, and had

for a varying and often inadequate share of 
the fruits of their combined labour. But they 
were aware of a falling off in the readiness 
and completeness of the response to the call, 
which must be regarded as at least a symptom 
and a portent, 

Mr. bow advocated organisation and co- 
operation in industry, and said that the State 
of to-day pursued positive aims and en- 
deavours to direct the actions of individuals 
into channels that would be beneficial to the 
community as a whole. As to the transfer 
of political power from the classes to the | 
masses, it might now be said that in the 
Free State all political power was in the 
hands of the peuple, or, as it was general 
expressed, democracy was at last established. 
Undiluted democracy was, however, an en- 
tirely new thing, and in trying to make it a 
success they would get very little help from 
the experience of other countries or other 


times, 
UNDILUTED DEMOCRACY. 

The establishment. of pure, undiluted 
democracy in these countries had almost 
synchronised vith a remarkable change in 
the character and functions of government 
itself. Recent years had seen an enormous 


now concerned itself. with scores of matters 
formerly, at least in these islands, considered 
quite outside its province. Among these he 
mentioned Health and Unemployment Insur- 
ance, Health and Trade Boards, food control 
and price regulations, 

All this meant, said Mr. Brown, that 
government wis becoming more complicated 
and difficult. Education for the new 
democracy was required by all classes. In 
some respects the middle classes required it 
more than the workers. The trade combina- 
tions into which the worker had been forced 
for the protection of his interests had at 
least taught him to subordinate his personal 
inclinations ard desires to the interests of 
his trade or class. On every side they saw 
the evil consequences of selfish action oa 
the part of individuals or groups. Profiteer- 
ing had had more to do with popular dis- 
content than any measures for which goves.i- 
ment could be held responsible. He strongiy’ 
advocated inclusion in school programmes 
such vital subjects as the duty of the indi- 
vidual towards the community. The instrac- 
tion proposed to be given, and the spirit 
proposed to be instilled into the potential 
citizen did not involve any matters of con- 
troversy; or at least controversial matters 
could easily be sifted out. If democracy was 
left to dritt without compass or light 
in a sea full of hidden perils, it 
appeared a fairly safe prophecy that this 
wonderful twentieth-century civilisation of 
ours would prove no more lasting than the 
civilisations which have gone before, with, 
however, this difference between it and earlier 
civilisations—that, having been on a much 
larger scale than the others, it would leave a 
greater and more complete wreck behind it.

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MAIMING CATTLE. 


TWELVE MONTHS FOR YOUTH 
OF FIFTEEN. 


Henry Fitzpatrick, a boy of fifteen years, 
from the townland of Tullycarn,’ near 
Pettigo, who in July last was found guilty 
of maiming twelve head of cattle belonging to 
his uncle, several of which died, and was 
then put on probation, broke his 
Donegal Circuit Court this week he was 
convicted of maiming two cows belonging to 
John Flood, Pettigo.

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RULES OF COURT. 


JURISDICTION OF THE MASTER 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 

NAGHAN,) 

The hearing was resumed of the appeal by 
the defendant in the case “4 Matheson and 
othe~s v. Wilson from an order of Mr. Justice 
Sullivan, Mr, Justice Hanna and Mr. Justice 
O byrne, in the High Court, refusing to 
grant an order by way of prohibition, restrain- 
ing the Master of the High Court from acting 
or making any inquiry under an order of the 
Supreme Court, dated July 26, 1927, on the 
ground that he had no jurisdiction under the 
rules of Court, or otherwise, to act on or 
make an inquiry or decision under that order. 

It was submitted that if the Master acted 
under the order of the Supreme Court he 
would be exceeding his functions, and that 
so much of the order as purported to give 
him such power was witra vires the Con- 
stitution, and also that if the Courts of 
Justice Act purported to give him such power 
the Act in that event was ultra vires the 
Constitution, 

When the matter came before him first, it 
appeared, the Master was prepared to proceed 
with the inquiry as to the accounts referred 
to in the order. Counsel for the defendant 
said he had no jurisdiction, and that applica- 
tion would be made to the High Court for 
an order . sis restraining him from 
doing so. The Master then adjourned the 
case, and the order now appealed against was 
made in the High Court. 

mr. Dickie, K.C.; Mr. Hamilton, K.C. ; 
Mr. Moloney, K.C., and Mr. Meares (in- 
structed by Messrs. White and Meares) 
ei for the appellant and defendant ; 
Mr. Jellett, K.C., and Mr. Campbell (in- 
structed by Messrs. Molloy, Fayle and Co.) 
for the respondents and plaintiffs; and Mr. 
Bewley, K.C., and Mr. Finlay (instructed by 
the Chief State Solicitor) for the Attorney- 
General. 

Concluding his opening argument for the 
appellant, Mr. Dickie, K.C., submitted that 
an order of the Supreme Court, giving juris- 
diction to a person who had not got it, could 
be touched only by an Act of Parliament. 
That was the position when there was a Con- 
stitution in existence, as in this case. There 
was no case that he could find in which an 
officer of a Court, such as a Master, had 
ever been “brought up at all, for contempt 
or otherwise, except the case of a solicitor 
who was attached, because he was an officer 
of the Court. 

The Chief Justice pointed out that the 
decision of that Court was final. 

Mr. Dickie said that that was so, and he 
was going to take it as a decision of the 
House of Lords. His submission was, he 
repeated, that the Master had no jurisdiction, 
and that the exercise of powers such as was 
proposed here was against the Constitution. 

He also submitted that under the Courts 
of Justice Act and the Courts (Officers) Act 
the Supreme Court could not delegate to the 
Master powers to assess damages. 

Mr. Moloney, K.C., followed on the same 
side. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., for the respondents and 
plaintiffs, said that the first thing that struck 
one in this case was that this was an attempt 
Lo stop the Master, so far as he had powel 
to do anything at all. Under the Common 
Law Procedure Act the Master’s powers were 
not confined to undefended cases, and his 
powers were continued under the Judicature 
Act. It was absurd to say that, if the 
Master was competent to summon and 
examine witnesses, and exercises the power to 
do so, he would by that fact usurp judicial 
functions. 

It would be an extraordinary result if the 
possibility of some point arising in the course 
of his inquiries that required to be dealt 
with by a judge should stay his hand from 
the very outset, paralyse his action, and 
prevent him from doing anything at all. 

Mr. Bewley, K.C., for the Attorney- 
General, explained that he had been brought 
in with respect to the question whether the 
proposed assessment of damages in the case, 
as mentioned, would be contrary to the Con- 
stitution and the Courts of Justice Act. He 
did not appear for the Master. 

Chief Justice—Is he not an officer of the 
Crown (State)? 

Mr. Bewley said that was so, but he had 
no instructions from the Master: he had 
no communication with him on the subject, 
and did not know what he intended doing 
in connection with the matter. He suggested 
that Mr. Dickie’s definigion of judicial 
functions was not quite correct. 

Counsel had not concluded his argument 
when the Court rose, and the further hearing 
was adjourned till Monday next. 


THE OWNERSHIP OF TREES.

A COUNTY GALWAY CASE, 


BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

The hearing began of an action in which 
John Keating, timber merchant, 8 Emmet’s 
terrace, Killarney, is plaintiff, and Peter 
Salmon, Gortnamona, Ballinasloe, farmer, 
defendant. The plaintiff claimed damages for 
alleged trover and conversion by the defend- 
ant of certain timber in the Lawn division of 


the lands of Ballydonelan, Co. Galway, sold 
by Thomas G. Wilson (the defendant's pre- 
decessor in title in the said lands) to the 
plaintiff under an agreement dated 20th 
October, 1921. The plaintiff further sought 
an injunction to restrain the defendant and 
his agents from, as alleged, cutting down or 
selling the timber or from obstructing the 
plaintiff and preventing him from entering 
the lands and removing the timber. 

Mr. Phelps, K.C., Mr. Rearden, K.C., and 
Mr. Coughlan (instructed by Mr. Maurice 
McCartie) appeared for the plaintifi; and Mr. 
FitzGibbon, K.C., and Mr. T .G. Marnan 
(instructed by Mr. M. L. Colahan) for the 
defendant. 

The plaintiff; in his statement of claim, set 
out that by a contract dated 20th October, 
1921, Thomas G. Wilson, the then registered 
owner of the lands of Ballydonelan, sold to 
him all the timber in the Lawn division “of 
the lands for £475. The defendant, who was 
now in possession of the lands, wrongfully 
prevented the plaintiff from cutting and re- 
moving the timber, and had himself cut and 
removed portion of the timber and converted 
it to his own use. For alleged trover and 
conversion the plaintiff claimed £500 damages. 

The defendant pleaded that he was not a 
party to any contract, and that no contract 
was made between Thomas (. Wilson and 
the plaintiff for the sale of timber. If such 
a contract was made it was a condition of 
such contract that the timber should be ent 
and removed by Ist October, 1922. The 
plaintiff cnt and removed all the valuable 
timber standing on the lands, and in the 
spring or the early summer of 1923 the de- 
fendant notified the plaintiff that he would 
not be allowed to remove any more titnber, 
the time limited for doing so having expired. 
The defendant denied that he prevented the 
plaintiff from cutting or removing timber at 
any time that the plaintiff was entitled to cut 
or remove it, or that he cut and removed and 
converted to his own use any timber to which 
the plaintiff was entitled, or that he removed 
any timber until the winter of 1924, long 
after the expiration of the period durin 
which the plaintiff was entitled to cut aad 
remove the timber. 

John Keating, the plaintiff, gave evidence 
to the effect that he purchased 700 trees, 
made wp of oak, ash, elm and beech, from 
Thomas G. Wilson at £475. In November, 
1921, he and his men proceeded to cut down 
the trees until June, 1929, when the roads 
were blocked by trees. This was the time of 
the trouble by the Republicans. Down to 
December, 1922, they were unable to do any- 
thing. In that month they resumed cutting 
and continued to January, 1923, with some 
interruptions, when armed men took away 
some of the artieles that they were using. 
In January, 1923, the defendant asked him if 
he would sell him the new plantation timber, 
an:] the plaintiff said that he was weleome to 
it as compensation for the time that he spent 
on the lands over the contract, The plaintiff 
continued cutting timber tp to Match, 1923, 
when he ceased. There was trouble in 
Athlone Mills, and the railway and canal 
were blocked, In December, 1925, the plain- 
tiff had a |: r frcm the defendant, in 
which defendant notified him that the time 
for removing the timber had long since 
expired, and saying that the plaintiff’s men 
could hot be left on the land any longer. In 
all, the plaintiff removed 164 trees from the 
land, leaving 621 trees unctit. The plaintiff 
paid £100 deposit to Mr. Wilson for the 
timber, and in April, 1923, the balance of 
£375, when proceedings were being taken 
against him. 

Mr. Robert Godfrey, late manager of the 
Athlone Mills, valued the timber in question 
at £2 a tree standing in 1922. 

Mr. John Daly, foreman, ne Mills, 
County Cork, stated that he visited the lands 
this year and found that tréas had been 
cut, and 425 unskilfully. The unskilfully 
eut trees were all beac and he valued them 


at £1 a tree 


ng. 
Mr. John Webb, a foreman carter of the 


plaintiff's, gav* evidence to the effect. that! Chemist, Southampton.

164 trees were cut on the lands, and 625 
remained standi The witness was present 
during a conversation between the plaintiff 
and defendant, when the plaintiff offered 
the defendant the New Plantation trees as 
compensation for plaintiff's stay on the land. 
The defendant said that he was very thank- 
ful to get it. 

This closed the plaintiff's case. 

Mr. FitzGibbon said, that the defendant's 
case was that he bought the lands subject 
to the reservation of the timber, which pro- 
vided that it -hould be cut before Ist Octo- 
ber, 1922, and that the plaintiff purchased 
the timber precisely under the same condi- 
tion. His submission was that the true 
meaning of the reservation in the defendant's 
contract and the plaintiff's contract was that 
the plaintiff purchased such timber as he 
could r.move before 1st October, 1922, and 
no more. 

Peter Salmon, the defendant, giving evi- 
dence, stated that he agreed to give the 
plaintiff an extension of six months beyond 
Ist October, 1922, to remove the timber. 
On the day that he gave the extension the 
plaintiff offered to give him the trees in the 
New Plantation as a shelter. In December, 
1923, he had a letter written to the plaintiff 
telling him that the time for cutting the 
timber had long expired. In 1924 he gave 
orders to have some of the trees cut and 
sold for firewood. This was during a time 
of turf scarcity. The number of trees cut 
was about 19 or 20, for which he got about 
£10. In April, 1923, the plaintiff came to 
his house and said that he had finished 


cutting timber. 


Cross-examined by Mr. Rearden, the de- 
fendant denied that he gave the plaintiff 
unlimited time to remove the timber in 
exchange for the New Plantation trees. There 
was rather much timber still on the lands. 

Thomas Clarke, caretaker of the defend- 
ant’s lands at Ballydonelan, stated that he 
was present at a conversation between the 
plaintiff and defendant, when the defendant 
undertook to give the plaintiff six months’ 
extension to remove the timber. On that 
occasion plaintiff said he would leave the 
trees in the place known as St. John’s Wood 
as shelter. Witness sold 22 trees in 1924, 
which realised about £10. The prices ranged 
from 5s. to £l. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Phelps, the witness 
said that the -nly trees left after the plaintiff 
finished were the cut under witness's 
direction in 1924 and 42 trees still there. 
The four hundred trees referred to by a 
witness as unskilfully cut were cut by the 
plaintiff's men. 

Mr. Elder. estate agent, said that he 
negotiated the sale of the timber between 
the plaintiff and Mr. Wilson. There was 
difficulty later in recovering the money from 
the plaintiff. In April, 1923, the plaintiff 
came to him and said he was taking away 
his mill and that he would pay up the 
balance of money due to witness next day 
in Ballinasloe. The plaintiff did not turn up 
the next day. In January, 1926, the witness 
visited the lands and found 142 mature trees 


still standing. . 
The further hearing was adjourned till 


to-day. 


KINGSTOWN MAN’S ASSETS.

INTERPLEADER ACTION. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
The hearing was concluded of the mter- 
pleader issue, in the matter of the estate of 
William P. Lawlor, late of 2 Connaught 
place, Kingstown, deceased, in which the 
plaintiffs were Mr. Richard 8. Sandys, 
manager of the Rathmines branch of the 
National Bank, and Mrs. Isabel M. Lawlor, 
widow of the deceased man, and the 
defendant. was Mr. Michael Francis O’Brien, 
trading as Messrs. Lynch and O’Brien, 
merchants, Kingstown, the question for the 
decision of the Court being whether furniture 
seized by the Under-Sheriff of County Dublin 
under a writ of fi. fa. formed part of the 
assets of the deceased man, as claimed by 

Mrs. Lawlor. 

It was stated in an affidavit of Mrs. 
Lawlor. which was read on the hearing of 
an application made on her behalf in connec- 
tion with the seizure, that the Sub-Sheriff 
purported to seizé the furniture and effects 
in her residence by virtue of a writ of fi. fa. 
on foot of a judgment for £92 14s. ód. in 
an action by Michael F. O’Brien, trading as 
Lynch and O’Brien, of 80 and 81 Lower 
George s street, Dan Loaghaire, judgment 
having been obtained against her for goods 
sold and delivered. She informed the Sub- 
Sheriff that the furniture and effects were not 
her property, but were assets of her deceased 
husband, and were being administered by the 
Court. 

Mr. G. Gavan Duffy (instructed by Messrs. 
Little, 0 hUadhaigh and Proud), who 
appeared for Mr. Michael F. O’Brien, the 
execution creditor, pointed out that the 
deceased William P. Lawlor, died on the 21st 
February, 1918, and that no administration 
was taken out until it was taken out by Mr. 
cundys, the bank manager, as creditor, on 
the sist November, 1923. The bank obtained 
a decree for administration on the 12th 
March, 1924, and the Chief Clerk’s certificate, 
dated 12th December, 1926, was confirmed 
on the 24th January, 1927. Furniture in the 
house was put down as being stated to be 
worth £100, but no evidence was produced 
and no confirming order was made as to this 
furniture. Mrs. Lawlor lived in the house 
where this furniture was, and very soon after 
her husband's death she made a new agree- 
ment with the landlord for a new tenancy 
in her own name, and had held under that 
agreement ever since. There was further 
evidence that Mrs. Lawlor had been fre- 
quently away from Dun Loaghaire, and had 
repeatedly let the house furnished and kept 
for her own use the proceeds of these 
furnished lettings. His lordship would re- 
collect that the bank were the only creditors, 
anceps one man, who claimed something like 
4 

Counsel submitted that the bank could not 
allow the furniture to remain in the ostensible 
possession of this lady as her own for so 
many years to the prejudice of an honest out- 
side creditor. She irezated the furnitme as 
her own, and the bank acquiesced. He asked 
his lordship to say that the proceedings in 
Court in regard to admimstration should not 
be allowed to interfere with the equitable 
right which he submitted the execution cre- 
ditor had acquired by time and conduct, and 
he cited vases in support of his contention 
that the creditor of this lady, in her per- 
sonal capacity, had a prior right to the 
creditor of the deceased man, especially after 
all these years. 

Mr. Moonan (instructed by Mr. James F. 
Lalor), who appeared for Mrs. Lawlor, said 
that Mr. O’Brien gave Mrs. Lawlor credit 
with the knowledge that her affairs were in 
Chancery, and that the estate of the late Mr. 
Lawlor was being administered by the Court. 
There was a good deal of property to be 
disposed of, 

Mr, George O’Conn-r (instructed by Mr. 
P. C, Furlong), for Mr, Sandys, said that 
when Mr. Sandys became administrator, and 
when the property was vested by the Court 
in him, he got every particle of furniture 
and everything in the way of assets of the 
late Mr. Lawlor. When Mrs. Lawlor went 
to Mr. O’Brien to reopen an account in 1927. 
Mr. O'Brien gave her credit on her statement 
that there would be money coming to her 
when things were wound up. 

Mr. Justice Meredith found that the farni- 
ture formed part of the assets of the deceased, 
William P. Lawlor. He gave Mrs, Lawlor 
and the bank their costs out of the estate 
and no costs against Mr. O’Brien. 

[In a report of the previous hearing of 
the above case, published in the /rish Times 
on the 29th October, it was inadvertently 
stated that Mr. O’Brien was a creditor to 
the extent of abont £300 in respect of goods 
supplied to the deceased man and his family.

RACECOURSE. 


BOOKMAKER’S APPEAL 
SUCCEEDS. 
cen 


EFORE MR, LITTLE. 

Charles McLoughlin, commission agent, of 
5, 6 and 7 Upper Sackville street, appealed 
against an order of the Civic Guard Super- 
intendent of the district refusing him a 
certificate to carry on the business of a book- 
maker, on the ground that during the year 
he had conducted the business in such a 
manner as to cause persons to congregate 
and loiter in large numbers on the premises, 
contrary to Section 8 of the Betting Act, 
1 


CALLING OUT THE ODDS: 

Mr. Finlay (instructed by Mr. O'Flaherty, 
of the Chief State Solicitor’s office), who 
appeared for the State, said that, ap- 
parently, Mr. McLoughlin had two public 
offices and a private office. His method of 
conducting business was that at the end of 
one of the public offices he had a blackboard 
affixed to the wall at the back of the 
counter, on which were the names of the 
horses running in England. A man was 
employed to shout out the odds and to 
carry on the business of a bookmaker as if 
he was on a racecourse. 

The place was visited by the police on 
different. occasions, and they found from 35 
to 60 persons congregated and remaining on 
the premises betting. Mr. McLoughlin was 
warned -that if he continued to conduct the 
business in this manner he would probably 
lose his licence. Mr. McLoughlin said that 
he would carry on, and he had continued 
to do so. 

Guard Brady (136C) said that he visited 
the premises on different occasions. Busi- 
ness was carried on as described by Mr. 
Finlay. A man shouted out the odds on the 
vespective horses, bets were laid, tickets 
were issued, and after each race the winners 
were paid. Bets were taken until the race 
was timed to start. Shortly after the result 
of one race was known betting for the next 
race started. 

PAYING AFTER EACH RACE. 

Mr. Wood, K.C. (instructed by Mr. P. H. 
O'Reilly), who appeared for the appellant, 
asked the witness if the objection in the case 
was limited to encouraging people to con- 
gregate and loiter on the premises. 

The witness—Yes. : 

Replying to further guestions, the witness 
said that he would be surprised to know 
that the floor space in the ofhce referred 
to would accommodate 146 people. He 
understood that the objection of the police 
was not to bookmaking being carried on on 
the premises, but to list betting, and to 
paying after each race. a. ( 

The District Justice—There is no objection 
to ante-post betting’? Ce: 

Mr. Wood—There is no objection to 
‘S$ P.”’ betting if the money is paid on the 
day after the race, but there is if it is paid 
immediately after the race. ; 

In reply to Mr. Wood, the witness said 
that there would be no objection to a large 
number of people calling at the office on the 
day after a race to get paid. 

PREMISES CROWDED. — —. 

Inspector McGloin said that on umair 
Mr. MclLoughlin’s premises on October 1 
he found the office crowded with people. 
He could only get a yard inside the door. A 
man was “ reciting the odds ” from a board. 
Everything was very orderly. . : 

In cross-examination, the witness said 
that he did not count the people in the 
office. There was no objection to Mr. 
McLoughlin carrying on this form of busi- 
ness, provided that large numbers of people 
were not brought there. 

Mr. Wood submitted that no offence 
could be proved. 

Describing how the bookmaking was carried 
on in the office, Mr. Wood said that the 
names of the horses to run in the race would 
be written on a board, and up to a certain 
time before the race Mr. McLoughlin would 
“make his book.’ He would “call the 
odds.” The layers present would put in their 
money. A telephone message would be re- 
ceived when the race was over, and the 
winnings would be paid accordingly. A 
certain number of people would remain there 
from race to race, Others would leave after 
one race and others would come in. The 
betting was carried on as if it was on a 
racecourse. 

LAWFUL FORM OF BUSINESS. 

Giving evidence, Mr. McLoughlin said that 
he believed he was entitled to carry on that 
form of business. 

In cross-examination, the witness said that 
on some days there might be about ninety 
people prey and on others sixty people. 
About thirty per cent. of those who attended 
remained for the entire day. 

The District Justice—It is a very good 
example of a bona fide test case, and | am 
inclined to agree that the business was 
carried on in accordance with the Act. i 
am satisfied that the appellant is entitled 
to carry on this form of business, and that 
he has carried it on in such a manner as 
not to encourage persons to congregate and 
loiter in large numbers. 

In reply to Mr. Finlay, the District Justice 
said that it, was for each member of the 
District Court to decide what constituted a 
large number. A large number in Limerick 
might not be a large number in Dublin or 
Cork. 

Lhe appeal was allowed. 


PURSUIT OF ARMED MAN. 


CIVIC GUARD’S STORY OF A 
REVOLVER. 
(BEFORE MR. KENNY.) 

Philip Peyton (20), a slater, of ‘Larkfield 
avenue, Kimmage, was charged with loitering 
at Harrington street, off South Circular read, 
on Monday night, and with assaulting Guard 
John Flynn at Grantham street by presenting 
a revolver at him and evading arrest. He 
was also charged with being in unlawful 
possession of a .45 Webley revolver and five 
rounds of ammunition, 

Giard John Flynn (36 A) said that on 
Monday night, at about 10 o'clock, while on 
duty at Harrington street, he approached 
the accused as a result of what he had been 
told. Peyton turned into Grantham lane 
and went towards Grantham street. When 
the witness followed him he ran. The witness 
called upon him to stop, bat he did not do so. 

The accused produced what appeared to be 
a Webley revolver and presented it at him, 
saying: '“Get back ; don’t come any farther,”’ 
The witness ran after the accused, who 
escaped. The witness picked Peyton out at 
an identification parade, 

MOUSE RAIDED. 

Evidence was given by residents of 4 
Bloomfield Park, Bioomfiel avenue, that the 
accused entered the house on Monday night. 
He had a revolver in his hand, and when 
one of the residents strack him with a chair 
he said that he “ only wanted to get away.’ 
The man went out through the back door 
and escaped 

An Inspector of the Detective Department 
said that when he searched the house where 
the accused man lived he found in a foom 
occupied by him a Webley revolver, loaded 
in five chambers, a spent round of revolver 
ammuntion, and some revolver-cleaning outfit. 

Detective Sergeant Hughes gave gvidlence of 
arrest. When charged the accused man said 
that he had nothing to say. 

A remand until Monday was granted. Bail 
was refused, the District Justice remarking 
that the charge was too serious.

NEWBURY, Thursday Night. 

An exceptionally good crowd, much bigger 
than that present at the last day’ s racing on 
the flat on this course, saw more excellent 
racing here this afternoon. 
better than that of yesterday, and the light 
was good right up to the time of “he: last 
race, “when it had begun to fade; but >not 
enough to shut out a view of the incidents 
of the race. The fact can be put on record 
that no season has ever seen four better days’ 
sport immediately following the close of .the 
season under Jockey Club Rules than we have 
had since the first race was run at Birming- 
ham last Monday. 

We had another outstanding performance 
this afternoon,.this time on the part’ of) a 
hurdler, the three-year-old Killia, a fine-look- 

ig, powerful chestnut, by ‘Mohacz out 
of Vartry Water, who won the Newbur 
Juvenile Maiden Hurdle by half a length 
from 2 LO., with Giovanni third and Rath- 
nally fourth. “I mentioned here yesterday 
that Killia had been unlucky in Brown Jack's 
race at Liverpool, where ‘he finished behind 
Giovanni, and that he might reverse that 
running with him here. He had done well 
since, and [ believe that in a gallop last 
week-end with the Birmingham winner, Brave 
May, he had shown up extremely well. 

At any rate Stanley. Harrison’s stable, in 
which he is trained, fancied-his chance im- 
mensely, and he started favourite; Rathnally, 
who was the mount. of Duller, being second 
favourite, and Dresden, who had been reported 
welliried by Walter Nightingall, also being ex- 
tremely well backed. Kilha did not appear 
too anxious to line up at-the gate, and when 
the start took place he was left at least fifty 
yards, and settled down last, while Rathnally 
and 2 LO. raced with each other well clear 
of the others. 

MALONEY’'S GOOD RIDING. 

Maloney rode an excellent race’ on Killia, 
for he never bustled him and let him improve 
gradually; indeed, when they were two 
obstacles from home he was still sitting up on 
him. Rathnally had dropped out soon after 
entering the straight, but 2 LO. kept on. At 
the last hurdle Killia joined him, and then 
Maloney sat down and rode him ‘hard, and 
he very comfortably outpointed Lady Ches- 
ham’s horse, and beat him half a length. 
Giovanni finished four lengths behind the 
second, 

It was a remarkably good performance, but 
it must be said that in the circumstances 
Killia was assisted to win by Duller on Rath- 
nally, and Leader on 2 LO., who set a very 
strong pace and were cutting each other's 
throats. all the time. Killia is owned by Mr. 
A. D.-MeAlpine, a member of the famous 
firm of contractors, and a brother of Sir 
Malcolm McAlpine, who won the Grand 
National with Shaun Spadah. 

We had exceptionally big fields throughout 
the afternoon. There were no fewer than 
nineteen runners in the Yatesbury Selling 
Hurdle, which Mr. W. A. Read won with 
Lacock, a son of Argosy, who was running 
in better company than this before he went 
to America, from- which he returned last 
summer. He won easily by ten lengths from 
Pamperer, and made the big price, for a 
later, afterwards of 460 guineas, to Mr. J. 
sayliss. The favourite, Flanmgan’s Ghost, 
was sold fer 20 guineas. 

Mr. Hastings won the Selling Steeplechase 
with Holiday Hall, who beat Deerslayer, and 
soon afterwards took the Cranborne Handicap 
Steeplechase with Eagle's Tail, who beat 
Ballystockart by six lengths, with Fleet 
Prince, who hurt himself when he made a 
bad blunder at the second last fence, a bad 
third. Eagle’s Tail is a good-looking son of 
White Eagle, out of Lt.-Colonel Loder’s well. 
known mare Addenda. and was fancied for 
the Grand National last year. 

After Silver Somme had refused at the 
first fence, where she was probably blinded, 
the National Hunt Steeplechase winner, Fine 
Yarn, went on in front of The Sheriff. Both 
were beaten turning into the straight, and 
then Fleet Prince, until he made his blunder, 
and Eagle’s Tail were the most prominent. 
Coming to the last Eagle’s Tail was chal- 
lenged by Ballystockart, but he outjumped 
Captain Sassoon’s horse and beat him six 
lengths. Amberwave did not run _ pro 
minently 
BOLSHEVIST’ $ GOOD JUMPING, 

Captain Sassoon had a winner later 
in the day when Bolshevist won the Andover

Handicap Steeplechase by four lengths and ' 


three lengths from Roman Road and 
K nockirr. Jolshevist was a smashing 
hurdler when he was in Ireland, but after he 
was sold into Martin’s stable he did not run 
with a great deal of distinction in hurdle 
races, and turned it up more than once. As 
a steeplechaser he is a different proposition. 
for he jumped beautifully throughout and 
won very easily. 

Knockirr, who was second, will probablv 
do better than this later, but Roman Road, 
who finished third, after settling down last, 
does not like the going as soft as it was 
Newsboy never looked like winning. altho: ugh 
he jumped well throughout. Clashing Arms, 
who has been put back into training, showed 
none of his old dash. 

The racing at Kempton to-morrow after- 
noon will not be up to the Newbury standard. 
The December Hurdle looks as if it will rest 
between that improved pair, Burning 
Thoughts and LE GROS, and I choose the 
latter to win. Mount Etna is to run for the 
Sunbury Handicap Steeplechase, but I doubt 
whether he at anything like his best. 
Adamstoi, who failed at Birmingham, may 
run again, and the company will not be so 
strong as he had to meet earlier in the 
week. If the top weight, CANOPUS, is in 
anything like his old form he may win. The 
Uxbridge Handicap Steeplechase seems to 
rest between Hop On, The Gosling and Rath- 
luck, and I choose HOP ON. 

There will be good racing at Haydock Park, 
where I take DONAGHADEE. or, in his 
absence, DUNIN, to win the Garswood Han- 
dicap Hurdle: In the absence of DUN- 
BA .RY STAR, GANZEY may win the 
Make field Handicap “ Steeplechase.

DISPUTED VERDICTS RECALLED, 


It is announced in yesterday's Racing Calendar 
that Mr. Malcolm E. Hancock has been 
Judge to the Jockey Club in place of Mr. C. 
Rolinson, who reverts to the position of Deputy- 
Judge. Mr. Malcolm Hancock is well-known as a

judge under both Jockey Club and National 
Rules, and has acted as deputy-judge to the Jockey 
Club for the last four years. 
the Course at Manchester. Jle is a son of Mr. 
who officiates as Clerk of the Course, 
Clerk of the Scales and Judge at many meetings, 
and he is quite a young man, Ile was wounded 
at Gallipoli while serving with the 1/4 Nortliamp- 
tons, and received the Military Cross. Subsequently 
he was in charge during the war af a West 
African regiment at Sierra Leone. 

The position of Jockey Club Judge carries with 
it the judging at Newmarket, and he also officiates 
at such meetings as Epsom, Ascot and Goodwood. 
It has been held for the last four years by Mr. 
C. A. Robinson, who succeeded his uncle, the late 
Mr. C. E. Robinson, when the latter retired on 
account of failing eyesight. 

Mr. C. A. Robinson's short spell of office will 
be re aniiacell chiefly on account of two outstand- 
ing incidents. One is still very much alive in the 
minds of racegoers, and only occurred five weeks 
ago, when the Cambridgeshire was run. There was 
a particularly close finish between the four leading 
horses, and Mr. Robinson gave as his decision that 
Medal and Niantic had dead- heated for first place, 
with Insight Il. a length away third. There was 
hot discussion as to this decision, which was aggra- 
vated by what the jockeys said. Whilst the 
matter was still the subject of much argument, 
Mr. Robinson authorised a correction in his original 
verdict from a “ length ” to a “neck” between the 
dead-heaters and the third. His explanation was 
that in error he had written “a length” instead 
of “a neck” on the slip he had sent to the 
number board man. 

The other outstanding incident was the mixing 
up of the colours of Lord Furness with those of 
Lord Woolavington in the Two Thousand Guineas 
of 1923. He placed Lord Furness’s Legality 
second, and that horse’s number was hoisted ac- 
cordingly on the number board. dt was obvious 
to onlookers that this was incorrect, as Levality 
was casily distinguishable by his grey colour, 
whereas Lord Woolavington’s Knockando, the horse 
which actually had finished second, was a bay. 
There was much confusion in the enclosures until 
the judge found out his mistake and corrected it. 

The same year Mr. Robinson had to adjudicate 
in a very close finish at the Windsor September 
meeting, w here Marvex, Dinkie and Dumas finished 
so closely in line that he was unable to separate 
te and he declared it a dead-heat between the 
three. 

The position of judge is a difficult one, as anyone 
acquainted with racing well knows, and there are 
bound to be occasions when the judge’s verdict 
does not meet with general approval. Such inei- 
dents, however, should be of very rare occurrence. 
The change in judges is the only alteration in the 
Jockey Club's list of officials for 1928.

DROP IN THE RESERVE. 

A drop of £3,262,000 in the reserve is the 
most important movement in this week's 
Bank of England return. It was due as to 
£1,571,000 to a reduction in the coin and 
bullion, which item has fallen to a little 
under £150,000,000, and as to £1,691,000 to 
an expansion in the note circulation. The 
other securities show an increase of nearly 
£2,000,000, and the Government securities 
one of £380,000, but the public deposits are 
£1,610,000 higher, and, with the loss in the 
reserve, the private deposits show a _ reduc- 
tion of fully £2,500,000 at little over 
£95,000,000. Owing to the fall in the re- 
serve the proportion. of that item to the 
liabilities is fully 25 down, at 28% per cent., 
compared with this time last year. The 
reserve shows little change, but the coin and 
bullion is nearly £3,000,000 lower.

DEVELOPMENT OF ROAD 
TRANSPORT,

At a meeting of the Dublin section of the 
Publicity Club of Ireland yesterday in Jury s 
Hotel, Dublin, Mr. Thomas Fitzpatrick, 
Chairman of the “Bus and Coach Owners 
Association, spoke about modern transport 
methods as they are developing under the 
motor system. ‘The primary object ot 
railways and road business, he said, was the 
annihilation of distance, and 'buses had done 
that to an extent previously unknown. The 
changed conditions which ensued after the 
war gave an opportunity for a new method oí 
passenger transport, which was found to be 
convenient in some respects than that

more 
which the railways afforded. 

A great development of road transport had 
taken place here. within the past two years, 
und he wondered what the significance of it 
was, The tendency of the time was to get 
the most convenient form of transport. If 
one could get into a vehicle at his very door, 
so to speak, it was more convenient than to 
have: to travel three or four miles to the 
nearest railway station. 

CATERING FOR THE PEOPLE. 

This. country, being an agricultural one, 
would be very much influenced by a change 
like this. New areas were being opened up 
and new centres would be developed which 
would be brought into direct contact with 
Dublin, Cork, Limerick, Waterford, and other 
towns. Anything that would tend to increase 
contact between the remote country places, 
sav, fitty miles from Dublin would brighten 
up things for the inhabitants of those places. 
He took it for granted that the change was 
taking place, and that it would have’ its 
advantages for the people. 

It was said that the new form of transport 
was doing harm to vested interests. The 
answer to that was that, if there was in this 
country for a long period of time a particular 
interest that had a monopoly of the transport 
business, and that.it did not give the modern 
transport facilities which the new methods 
were giving, the other should not stand in 
the light of those who were giving as good or 
better service to the public. 

Mr. J. Rowlands said that he did not see 
how the railways and the ‘buses could keep 
running against each other without a rate- 
cutting war between them. The railway com. 
panies would not sit down and do nothing to 
protect themselves. i 

COMPETITION. 

Mr. J. P. O'Brien, Secretary to the Irish 
Tourist Association, said that the map showed 
that for two-thirds of the railways the ‘bus 
routes ran parallel with them. That showed 
that the services were duplicated, and that 
could not continue. Unless something was 
done there would be chaos and waste. ‘The 
time schedules of the ‘bus services were not 
as trustworthy as those of the railways, and 
the railways gave shelters to their patrons 
which the “buses did not. He thought the Go- 
vernment should give the subject some con- 
sideration, and see whether some system 
could be devised, whereby the interests of the 
travelling public would be considered and the 
most satisfactory and economical service 


given, 
THE POSITION. 


The President (Mr. F. M. Summerfield) said 
that they should make up their minds that 
motor transport had come to stay, and that 
the roads which were not designed for the 
new trafic should be improved so as to be 
made fit for that traffic, and new roads con- 
structed so as to bring different places into 
direct contact by the shortest routes. Now 
was the time to acquire tracts of land for 
that purpose before the values of them were 
enhanced by urban extensions.
